The 
most tremendous things In your life 
and mine were certain half hours. The 
half hour when in the parsonage of 
country minister I resolved to become 
a Christian then a. id there; the half 
hour when I decided to become a preach- 
er of the Gospel; the half hour when I 
reall/.cd that my son was doad; the 
half hour when I stood on the top of my 
house in Oxford street and saw our 
church burn; the half hour in which I 
entered Jerusalem; tho half hour in 
which I ascended Mount Calvary; the 
half hour in which I stood on Mars 
Hill; the half hour in which the dedi- 
catory prayer of this temple was made; 
and about ten or fifteen other half 
hours, are the chief times of my life. 
Yon may forget the names of tho exact 
years or most of tho important events 
of your existence, but those half hours, 
like the half hours of my text will be 
immortal. I do not query what yon 
will do with the twentieth century; 
I do not query what you will do 
with ItM, but what will you do with 
the next half hour? Upon that hinges 
your destiny. And during that some of 
you will receive tho Gospel and make 
complete surrender, and during that 
others of you will make final and fatal 
rejection of the full and free and urgent 
and impassioned offer of life eternal.
